The  British  Columbia  Oovernment's 
avowed  pojlcy  of  opening  up  the  re- 
sources of  the  Peace  River  area  by 
means  of  rail  and  road  outlets  appears  to 
have  stumbled  over  the  hurdle  of  construc- 
tion costs  that  Is  impeding  expansion  every- 
where. Chances  of  a recovery  of  balance 
during  the  short  remaining  term  of  the 
present  administration  ^re  slender. 

Notwithstanding  Government  assurances 
of  determijoation  to . extend  the  Pacific 
Great  Eastern  Railway  the  fact  remains 
that  plans  are  little  farther  ahead  than  they 
were  when  the  war  ended,  aside  from  the 
compilation  of  various  survey  reports.  Op- 
timism on  the  score  of  a partnership  be- 
tween the  Dominion  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments and  the  two  transcontinental 
railway  companies  for  extension  and  future 
operation  of  the  P.G  E.  has  all  been  one- 
sided so  far.  In  the  absence  of  any  eni^ur- 
agement  from  the  throe  whom  the  Province 
would  like  to  attract  as  partners,  and  from 
the  continued  failure  to  bring  about  a re- 


sumption of  the  negotiations  left  off  nearly 
a year  ago.  the  public  Is  entitled  to  Infer 
that  Ottawa  and  the  railways  have  lost  in- 
terest under  present  conditions.  Without 
them,  the  r^rovlnce  could  not*  ifforfl  the 
capital  outlay  involved. 

Tims  it  appears  unlikely  that  the  P O E. 
will  tap  the  Peace  River  country  for  some 
years  to  come.  The  John  Hart  Highway 
outlook  is  almost  as  sombre.  The  original 
estimate  of  cost  on  which  the  Legislature 
voted  in  1945  was  $6,000,000.  Now  there  is 
every  Indication  that  double  that  sum  will 
be  needed  to  complete  primary  construc- 
tion. let  alone  allow  for  the  haid-surfaclng 
essential  for  an  all* weather  road  outlet  in  a 
region  of  climatic  extremes. 

If  the  Government  asks  the  Legislature 
next  year  for  another  $6,000,000  it  can  ex- 
pect a cool  reception  from  some  members. 
Yet  if  it  docs  not  the  Province  stands  to  lose 
much  of  Its  already  heavy  investment.  More 
serious  to  the  enonomy  of  the  Province,  it 
stands  to  lose  also  the  race  with  Alberta 
for  the  Peace  River  trade.

Yet,  as  Mr.  Louis  demonstrates.  It 
Is  Tiard  to  give  up.  Even  statesmen 
And  It  dlfllcuU  to  remove  themselves 
from  the  limelight.  There  is  Mr. 
Mackenzie  King,  with  scarce  a right 
to  the  Prime  Ministership  now  he  has 
handed  over  to  a successor  the  reins 
of  party  authority  which  constitute 
the  reason  for  that  Incumbency,  seem- 
ingly reluctant  to  depart  from  the 
pollNcal  neons.  There  was  Mr.  Lloyd 
George,  who  clung  to  the  sweet  fruits 
of  office  until  they  turned  sour  and 
made  hls  aftermath  less  savory.  Some 
say  there  Is  also  Mr  Churchill,  al- 
though In  hls  case  the  Inclusion  Is  in- 
valid. as  the  war  was  still  on  when  he 
wu  forced  to*  place  his  political  fate 
at  the  dlspoalUon  of  mercurial  elec- 
tors. 

THE  PITCHER  AND  THE  WEIX 
One  should  therefore  view  Mr. 
Louis  with  Indulgence,  while  hoping 
he  does  not  spoil  matters  completely 
by  being  lured  back  ones  more  to  the 
scene  of  his  former  triumphs.  The 
maxim  about  the  pitcher  that  went  too 
often  tn.the  well  has  a pernicious 
habit  of  being  accurate. 

Even  In  our  amall  everyday  ways 
most  of  us  ellng  to  Illusions  of  former 
glofT.  In  later  years  we  think  wt  are 
as  good  as  ever  we  were,  or  tf  we  do 
sense  a deterioration  U Is  so  hateful 
to  admit  that  a bold  front  la  invari- 
ably erected  to  cover  op  new  and  un- 
welcome deficiencies.  Growing  old 
gracefully  is  one  of  the  dlf&cult  arts 
of  mankind,  as  both  prlae-ftg^tere 
and  staieemen  amply  Uhutrate. 

To  quit  or  not  to  quit;  aye,  there's 
the  mb  indeed,  as  the  Danish  Prince 
might  have  said.  Some  day  you  and  I 
both  may  have  to  be  like  Mr.  £^U 
and  Mr.  King.  And  perhape  well 
show  no  greater  hurry  about  depart- 
ing from  the  stage,  even  allowing 
that  our  fooUlghU  may  be  as  candles 
to  electric  lamps. 


AlUiough  they  would  never  want  you 
to  think  so,  blg-wigs  among  the  Pro- 
gressive Conservatives  are  consider- 
ably worried  by  what  the  Quebec  dele- 
gation to  U)e  forthcoming  convention 
will  say  and  do  when  they  get  to  the 
Coliseum.

Britain’s  Production  Problem 

By  JOHN  KINGSLEY 


London.— Britain's  total  industrial  production 
fpr  May  haz  been  provisionally  szllmalcd  in 
the  new  Interim  Index  at  118  per  cent  of  the  1916 
monthly  average.  Compared  with  the  previous 
months  of  the  year,  this  lx  one  point  down  on 
January  and  March  and  alx  points  below  both 
February  and  April.  When  making  comparisons 
It  must,  however,  be  borne  in  mind  that  the 
Whitsun  holidays  occurred  in  May  and  some 
fnlUng-off  was  Inevitable.  The  May  Index  wax 
still  eight  points  higher  than  that  of  the  corre- 
sponding month  of  1947. 

There  can  be  no  complacency  about  this  for. 
although  Britain  has  made  great  strides  In  indus- 
trial production  since  the  war,  there  Is  sllll  fnuch 
to  do.  Monthly  figures  can.  of  course,  be  mis- 
leading and  It  Is  usually  much  safer  to  take 
three-monthly  or  longer  averages.  I have,  there- 
fore. reworked  the  production  Index  In  three- 
monthly  averages  for  the  IS  months  ended  In 
May.  The  result  Is  that  while  the  three-month 
period  June-July-AugusL  1947  gave  an  index  aver- 
age of  110  110  per  cent  above  1946i,  each  of  the 
three  succeeding  quarters  came  out  at  190. 

The  Inference  from  this  lx  that  the  volume  of 
the  total  United  Kingdom  output  for  the  nine 
months  to  end-May  remained  pretty  well  un- 
changed. With  holidays  Intervening  the  current 
three  months  are  likely  to  show  a drop  In  this 
average,  but  there  should  be  s sharp  seasonal 
upturn  In  the  Autumn. 

Looking  at  the  picture  from  another  angle,  the 
amount  of  labor  available  for  expanding  produc- 
tion cannot  be  Increased  very  much  more.  At 
the  end  of  May.  the  number  of  people  In  civil 
employment  wax  1,000.000  more  than  In  mld-lOSO 
at  something  over  19.000.000  out  of  s total  popu- 
lation of  SO, 000,000.  The  only  real  hopes  of 
Increasing  the  tabor  force  are  the  recruitment  of 
married  women  for  part  or  fulltime  work  and 
accelerated  demobilisation  of  Nie  armed  forces, 
and.  under  existing  eircumstancex,  these  can  yield 
only  a minor  proportion  of  new  workars.  The 
keys  to  extra  production  are  therefore  elsewhere. 

Higher  Effirienry  Find 

Increased  efficiency  is.  of  courae,  the  moct 
desired  need.  Particular  concema  in  many 
brknehes  of  Britain's  Industry  and  even  wAola 
Industries  themsalvea  have  done  magnificent 
work  In  this  recpect,  but  atiU  the  general  scale 
hae  not  been  sufficient  to  make  a marked  differ- 
ence. In  assessing  the  measure  of  efficiency 
progress.  It  Is  wily  fair  to  remember  that  many 
•ecUons  of  Britain's  Industry  are  eUU  laboring
